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GREENBELT, MARYLAND 


NEW TOWNHOUSES, CLOTHESLINES 
AND SURVEY OCCUPY GHI BOARD

Interior plans for 25 new townhouses were unanimously 
approved in principle by the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., board at 
its August 8 meeting. The next step towards the construction 
of these units is the drawing up of the contract for Suburban 
Trust’s approval. 


Already some controversy has 
arisen over the townhouses by resi¬ 
dents on Laurel Hill Road who ex¬ 
pressed fears over the fact that 
bulldozers will be coming through 
their yards, tearing up their trees 
and shrubs in order to install sew¬ 
er lines for the townhouses. 

Also, they said they received 
word from maintenance personnel 
that they would have to remove 
fences which encroached on GHI 
land. This information distressed 
them, for two reasons: 1) they had 
no knowledge that their fences 
were on GHI property since they 
were put up by previous owners 
and 2) they were very much upset 
that GHI had not officially notified 
those residents on Laurel Hill Rd, 
whose yards would be affected by 
the new construction. 

The board cautioned them a- 
gainst receiving hearsay informa¬ 
tion from maintenance personnel 
who would not be in possession of 
all the facts and assured members 
that they would receive written 
communications on all matters per¬ 
taining to their property. 

Director Nat Shinderman also 
stated that the board would endea¬ 
vor to cause “the least disruption 
and inconvenience'’ possible while 
constructing the townhouses. He 
affirmed that "no one is going to 
tear up your yard and just leave 
it.” 

Director Katherine Keene again 
expressed her concern over the 
matter of yard lines, and stated 
that the highest priority should be 
given to restrictions on yard lines 
at the time houses are sold. Ev¬ 
eryone agreed it was a serious pro¬ 
blem whose solution could not be 
easily enforced. 

Clothes Line Rebellion 

A second member-relations prob¬ 
lem brewed over the erection of 
clothes poles by the residents of 30 
Court, Ridge, the newly-converted 
mdical center houses. The poles 
were put up on the garden side of 
the homes which offended some 
members who live on Gardenway 
who complained that they had no¬ 
thing to look at whenever they sat 
in their yards but laundry drying 
on. the line. Other neighbors did 
not seem seriously disturbed by the 
hanging wash. 

Mrs. Gonda. spokesman for 30 
Court Ridge, explained she and her 
court agreed that clothes hanging 
cn the garden side would be less 
offensive to many than clothes 
hanging on the street side. 

The board stated that a com¬ 
mittee would inspect the site and 
work out the problem as amicably 
as possible, but, GHI president 


Charles Sc h wan reminded the 
members that they must be toler¬ 
ant and that such tolerance could 
mean that no one would be en¬ 
tirely satisfied with tbe commit¬ 
tee’s decision. 

Other Business 

The Select Committee has been 
working on a proposal to compile a 
profile on each GHI family, which 
would provide vital data for use by 
the corporation in determining 
trends and future problems. This 
report is expected to be completed 
in about a month, 

Gordon Allen stated he felt that 
a playground was needed on the 
comer of South way and Ridge, and 
the board agreed to discuss the 
matter with the city. 

Dave Kane, maintenance mana¬ 
ger, reported that the staffs group 
hospitalization payments have been 
raised due to illnesses which caus¬ 
ed the insurance company to make 
payments above its receipts. Di¬ 
rector John O'Reilly felt the Fi¬ 
nance Committee should study the 
issue and the board agreed.

The first-hand reaction of city 
officials is that the new plan is 
in accord with much of the city’s 
desires, with respect to the devel¬ 
opment of vacant land. The MN¬ 
CPPC plan for parcels 1 and 2 (the 
land between the GHI properties 
and the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway) agrees with the City 
Master Plan calling for single - 
family homes northeast of the pro¬ 
posed perimeter road and for town- 


Frank J. Lastner, who served three terms as Greenbelt’s 
Mayor of Greenbelt, three as county commissioner, five years 
as president of Greenbelt Consumer Services (Co-op) and 
eight, years as vice-president of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., died 
suddenly in Baltimore on Monday, August 12 at the age of 59. 


Longtime Greenbelt Resident 
Lastner was born and educated 
in Baltimore and moved to Green¬ 
belt in 1938. He lived at 19-P 
Ridge Rd. and worked in sales 
and design of dental equipment, 
later switching to selling automo¬ 
biles and then to chemicals. Al¬ 
together he served 6 terms on the 
city council, (not consecutively), 
beginning in September 1941. 

Lastner was Mayor of Green¬ 
belt from June 1951 to December 


Council Considers Bond Issue 
For Capital Improvement 

An ordinance authorizing a $950,000 capital improve¬ 
ments bond issue was introduced for first reading at the Aug. 
12 City Council meeting by Councilman Gerald Gough. A 
special public hearing will be held Monday, Aug. 26. Before 
bonds can be issued, the ordinance must be approved by ref¬ 
erendum. 


These general obligation bonds 
would be authorized to be issued 
for a period of up to thirty-one 
years.

City Manager James Giese, indi¬ 
cated that the City Council had gi¬ 
ven tentative approval to the fol¬ 
lowing budget items: 

(1) Parkland Acquisition ($402 - 
00) — Parcel 8. vacant portion of 
parcel 7, about 15 acres in Parcel 
1. and 5 acres east of Balt.-Wash. 
Pkwy north of Glendale Rd. 

(2) Parkland Development ($68,- 
009) — development of Greenbelt 
Lake Park and construction of 
new tennis courts. 

(3) Youth Center Addition ($159,- 
000) — To provide special lounge 
facilities for Golden Age Club ahd 
special facilities for exclusive use 
by Greenbelt teenagers plus addi¬ 
tional classrooms and athletic fa¬ 
cilities.

Building ($60,000) — To be located 
on land adjacent to the Community 
Center and to supplement existing 
recreation facilities provided by 
Springhill Lake. 

(5) Road Construction $170,000) 
— reconstruction of Southway and 
Crescent Rds, and construction of 
extra-width streets and access 
roads in Springhill Lake. 

(6) Right-ot-Way Acquisition 
($45,000) — for the perimeter road. 

(7) Fire Department Addition 
($55,000) — To finance the cost of 
an addition program by the Fire 
Department in order to obtain the 
best possible interest rates. The 
Fire Dept, would reimburse the 
City for both principal and interest 
out of their own funds so that this 
item would not require the levying 
of a tax by the City. 

The City Manager noted that 
the City could receive Federal Aid 
funds for parkland acquisition, 
park development, and some of its 
road construction work. 

Should there be any surplus mo¬ 
ney from any of the projects pro¬ 
posed, that money could be author¬ 
ized for an addition to the muni¬ 
cipal building although no funds 
have been budgeted specificially for 
this purpose.

houses (R-T) southwest of the 
road. 

The zoning classification R-T has 
been recently adopted and is pri¬ 
marily designed for individual ow¬ 
nership rather than rental occu¬ 
pancy, with density limited to 10 
units per acre and requiring a pre¬ 
determined site plan. Each town 
house is required to have an indi¬ 
vidual lot connected to it. 

Perimeter Road 

The perimeter road is shown on 
the MNCPPC plan as running 
through the westerly portion of 
Parcels 1 and 2, while the city has 
preferred a more easterly route. 
According to city manager James 
K. Giese, MNCPPC has indicated 
it would accept alternative routes 
satisfactory to both the city and 
the County Board of Education. 
The city has been trying to get to¬ 
gether with the school board to 
resolve the location of this road, 
and there has been some talk of 
rearranging the three schools pro¬ 
jected on that land so as to per¬ 
mit the construction of the peri¬ 
meter road along the easterly por¬ 
tion of the school complex. 

MNCPPC and the city are also 
in agreement on single-family 
homes for parcels 7 and 8, the 
land opposite Boxwood Village, a- 
stride the entrance to the city at 
Kenilworth and Crescent. 

The Area 13 plan shows no zon¬ 
ing change in the Smith-Ewing 
property which lies on the eastern 
side of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. Present zoning calls for 
both single-family homes and ap¬ 
artments. There is also no change 
in the present-garden-type and 
high-rise apartment zoning for the 
Jeager tract which lies alongside 
Kenilworth Ave. jutting into the 
Greenbelt Regional Park.

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Brief Council Meeting 
Zips Through Agenda

An unusually short regular meet¬ 
ing of City Council was held last 
Monday night and a long agenda 
was quickly disposed of because 
many of the items were tabled for 
lack of a full council. These i- 
tems will be on the agenda at a 
special meeting on August 19. The 
new Area 13 Master Plan was dis¬ 
played and briefly discussed (see 
story elsewhere in this issue). 

At the beginning of the meeting 
a moment’s silence was observed 
for the passing of Frank Lastner, 
former Mayor of Greenbelt. Later, 
a resolution was passed expressing 
sympathy to the Lastner family. 

Since only three councilmen — 
Gerald Gough, Bill Hoff and Ri¬ 
chard Pilski — were present, the 
decision was made to table many 
items that it was felt warranted 
the discussion of a complete coun¬ 
cil, Items tabled included: accep¬ 
tance of Gentry Drive into the city 
road system: appointments to 
boards; consumption of beer at the 
Lake Park; Center Mall assess¬ 
ments; boating permit; and the 
bond issue for making capital im¬ 
provements. 

Bids were opened and read on 
five advertised items, but no ac¬ 
tion was taken on any. There was 
a wide price range on some items, 
pointing to a need for more lei¬ 
surely and thorough study by the 
city manager, city engineer and 
council. 

Passed for first reading were an 
ordinance requiring the registra¬ 
tion of guns and firearms, and an 
ordinance appropriating funds for 
the Municipal Services Building 
construction fund. 

Also passed was a motion au¬ 
thorizing disbursement of $252.83 
to the Springhill Lake Boys Base¬ 
ball League, to cover its current 
deficit. 

Glenn Lauds COG On 
Guide Gun Ordinances 

Astronaut John H. Glenn. Jr., 
Chairman of the Emergency Com¬ 
mittee for Gun Control, has praised 
recent actions in that field by the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments as “local leader¬ 
ship at its finest.” 

In a letter to COG Board Chair¬ 
man Frederick A. Babson, Col. 
Glenn termed COG’s action in ap¬ 
proving guide local ordinances on 
gun controls “a model which ev¬ 
ery community should follow.” 
COG’s measures, which cover reg¬ 
istration and licensing of both 
hand guns and long guns, are the 
first approved by any metropolitan 
organization in the Nation, They 
have been submitted to the 15 
major local governments compos¬ 
ing COG for consideration and ad¬ 
option.

City Notes 

The city’s August 1 payroll was 
the largest amount ever paid in 
Greenbelt’s history for employee 
salaries. A total of $19 479.74 was 
disbursed in 106 individual pay 

checks. Of these about 50 went to 
full-time employees, and nearly 60 
to part-time workers most of 
these in the Recreation Dept.

In order to build the new walk¬ 
way from the foot of Maplewood 
Ct. to the lake pathway, the Pub¬ 
lic Works Dept, found it necessary 
to build up the lake path to a 
higher level because the slope to 
the lake at that point is very steep. 
Even with the railway tie steps, 
it would have been difficult to ne¬ 
gotiate the walkway if two or three 
feet of depth had not been elim¬ 
inated. Using bluestone as a base 
material, the city crew topped the 
lake path with bank run gravel, 
which makes a firmer, smoother 
surface. They also filled eroded 
places elsewhere on the lake path, 
using bank run gravel. 

The next project on the lake 
walkway system will be construc¬ 
tion of a path from Pinecrest down 
to the open play area at the bay 
end of the lake. 

Last week the city crew did ex¬ 
tensive work on the gravel stretch 
of Ridge Rd. from the water tower 
down to Lakeside North. Since 
this is a very old road, perhaps as 
much as 10 feet below the original 
ground surface, it suffers from con¬ 
stant erosion. As a deterrent to 
such erosion, the ditches along the 
sides of the road were deepened. 

The line crew worked almost ex¬ 
clusively in Springhill Lake last 
week, painting lines for parking 
spaces along the roadways.

V.A. Disability Pension 

Needy veterans with wartime 
service who are 65 years of age or 
older mav qualify for a Veterans 
Administration disability pension 
without proving a specific disa¬ 
bility. For VA pension purposes, 
wartime veterans are considered 
by law to be totally and perman¬ 
ently disabled at age 65. 

This makes such veterans eligi¬ 
ble for pensions at the rates au¬ 
thorized for other needy veterans 
who are totally and permanently 
disabled from causes unrelated to 
military service. 

Veterans interested in more in¬ 
formation should contact their 
nearest VA office. Mr. Hubbell 
said they should keep in mind 
that pension benefits are not re¬ 
lated in any way to compensation 
to which a veteran may be enti¬ 
tled for dishbiliy relating to his 
military service.

towne Village tract. The city fav¬ 
ored retaining most of this land 
for single-family homes, but MN- 
CPPC is recommending R-T, ex¬ 
cept for some 2-3 acres along the 
lake reserved for parkland. MNC- 
PPC is also recommending R-T 
for 3 small tracts, totaling 12 acres, 
in the northern part of town, some 
of which the city wants for single¬ 
family homes. 

MNCPPC accepted the city's rec¬ 
ommendations for rezoning the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. properties 
as R-T, rather than R-30 apart¬ 
ments. The R-T zoning, which is 
intended for owner-occupied dwel¬ 
lings, is considered a more suitable 
zoning designation for the co-op. 

The Springhill Lake property 
north of the Beltway and west of 
Kenilworth Ave. is being recom¬ 
mended for commercial office use. 
The city council has recently ap¬ 
proved such zoning for 24 acres. 
The MNCPPC plan now calls for 
the entire tract of 30 acres to be 
changed from R-18 apartments to 
commercial office use.

Leave "Abandoned” 
Animals Alone 

Misguided persons who take 
“lost” fawns and other wild ba¬ 
bies home to coddle as pets have 
been themselves coddled, to some 
extent, by Maryland’s Wildlife Offi¬ 
cers. Granted that in most cases 
persons finding these “lost” babes 
in the woods believe that they are 
doing a good deed, the cold fact is 
that the would-be Good Samari¬ 
tans, in practically all cases, not 
only are taking the baby away 
from its mother — they are viola¬ 
ting Maryland law. 

Any person who takes a fawn 
or any other animal from the wild 
is liable to the exact same penal¬ 
ties as one shooting a deer out of 
season. 


for GI Bill 

Veterans who intend to enter 
school this fall should apply now 
for their Veterans Administration 
Certificate of Eligibility and avoid 
the rush. Veterans already in 
training under the GI Bill who 
plan to change programs or 
schools this fall must obtain new 
Certificates of Eligibility from the 
VA, 

The principal advantage to the 
veteran of heeding the advice to 
apply now is that he can be certain 
that his GI Bill education allow¬ 
ance will be dated from the day 
school begins. If he fails to apply 
for the certificate until after 
school has started, there may be 
a delay in payment of his allow¬ 
ance. 

To obtain a Certificate of Eli¬ 
gibility, a veteran planning to en¬ 
ter school or training for the first 
time under the GI Bill should get 
in touch with his nearest Veterans 
Administration Office. 

A veteran who requires another 
certificate because of a change in 
program or school should contact 
the VA Regional Office, which 
maintains his records on file. 

A veteran who is not changing 
programs or schools need not ob¬ 
tain another Certificate.
